^ibfic  economie  beneSls  are  betieved  by  Ihe  oonsuitants  to  be  canservaOva 

The  Authorty  te  establbhed  by  law  to;  (i)  promote  tourtsm  in  Maritopa  County;  (ii)  deveiop  a 
muffipurpose  (eeittty  In  Martoopa  County  ter  ths  use  ot  a  Professional  footbafl  tranetrtee,  a  major  coOege 
bowl  sponsor,  sports  organizatenaofarfanfoo(baR{such  as  pratationdSDocst  Pan  Am  and  Wora 
Cupganua,  and  NCAAchamptenstrlp  basketbał  toumament  garoes)  and  orgarizera  ofothsr  owito 
(such  as  bada  show,  concerts  and  stmftar  attracdons);  (18)  davetop  and  rarrorate  Cactua  league 
Jbasebafl  spring  baśibrg  faciBDes  in  Mericope  County  wWi  other  gouernmentol  partnera;  and  (iv) 
devetop  and  imprwe  youth  and  amateur  sports  faaSflea,  necreattand  fadWes  and  other  commurety 
(acdities  in  Martoopa  County  with  other  go\remmentat  partnera.

The  leghlation  esłabfisNng  the  Authority  dreda  the  Aulhority  to  identify  postóbto  stes  for  the 
muMpgJpoae  focfltly  widrtn  Martoopa  County  The  Authority  te  required  to  seiect  one  or  morę  aites, 
oMng  speca  eonstoeradon  to  foose  thal  sre  oflered  (land,  Mraatmdure  and  parking)  wRhout  cod  - 
n  aodnon  to  gMng  conskteiation  to  aft  other  factora,  The  Authority  wffl  entar  Into  one  or  morę 
agreemente  for  a  sfte  or  sites  beforn  Ihe  etocdon,  subject  to  any  approvals  fte  ofteror  may  havo  to 
obtdn;  towewr,  finał  aetedon  may  not  occur  untfl  after  the  etecdcn. 

To  pnwUe  for  the  fiscal  needs  ot  the  Authority,  the  yotera  of  Martoopa  County  are  being  asked  to  wto 
on  e  car  rental  surcharge  endetaz  on  hotels  In  Martoopa  County.  Ewen  Ithe  car  renta!  surcharge  and
